Rnbber Balls 


The procau of making hollow rabbet 


ball! wed by chjldwn n playthings it 
quite cutletH, «nd BUT be intonating to 
those not famlHar with ;it. A HMyok* 
writer thai <ta*ribes it: 


These belli taw • wild surface, >r« 


made by « different process from that of 
making the soft rubber ball* which an 
lierforated bj an opening, tad, of course, 
are much more firm, durable and elastic. 
The sheeU of rubber prepared for ballt 
are cut into atrip* of doable convex shape. 
The edge* of the itripe are motttened 
with a preparation of rubber and napth*, 
by which thry are joined Brmly together, 
Lbreeofthe strips being useo for one 
ball. 


Thin part of the work m done by |irls, 


and a skillful girl can earn about $1.50 
per day. When the itripa are joined to- 
gether, the ball is very near the ihape of 
it Brazil nut. Before the la*t opening 
is clewed a vnall quantity ol carbonate of 
ammonia ie put inside, which, when sub- 
jected to itreng heat, will make the rub- 
ber expand and fill ;out the ball mold. 
The opening is then closed with the ad- 
hesive mixture, and it ia placed in an 
iron mold of the eize and ihape ot the 
ball desired. The molds are packed into 
frames, in which they are subjected to 
the heat of a vulcanizer. 


They are kept in place in the frame 


by iron rods along the aide, and when 
tbe frame tafull, iron plates at the end 
are screwed down tightly upon the molds . 
to hold them in place. These iron plates 
are about three-fourth* of an inch thick, 
and so strong ie the expansive force of 
the rubber in the mold that they bend 
this thick iron rod into a curve. If on* 
of the molds should work out of place 
while vulcanizing ia in process,rthe molds 
would fly out with the report of a dozen 
pistols, and

opened they contain the perfect round 
balls, with no marks of the places where 
the pieces were placed. The alight ridge 
made by the mold is ground off by a 
stone used for that purpose, and the ball 
is done.

IRISH LAXI* .KOBBEIW.

Ai a part of the history leading np 


to the present agitation in Ireland for 
reform in the land tenure and the slav- 
ery enforced by landholder?, we take 
from Sherlock's book, published in this 
city last year and called "Tbe Case sta- 
ted," some instances of the effects of 
absentee landlordism. It must be un- 
derstood that the government makes a 
valuation of all lands, fixing the fair 
rental .value per year. The Duke of 
Devonshire, in England, claims to own 
32,550 acres of land in Cork county, 
and 37,483 in Waterlbrd county, the 
yearly governmental rental value of 
which is"£34,326, or $171,631). He is 
a non-resident. 
Tbe Marquis of Lans- 


down is the alleged owner of 120,516 
acres in the counties of Dublin, Kerry, 
Limerick, Meath, and Wicklow; the 
government valuation of these lands is 
£41,536, or $157,800 yearly. 
The 


commissioners of church temporalities 
control'141,339 acres, of a rental value 
of $550,495. 
The Earl of Leitrim 


holds 98,534 acres, having an assessed 
valuation of $88,310 ; the Marquis of 
Conyngham holds 163,220. The 2,- 
973 absentee landlords own 5,729,109 
acres of land not including what they 
hold in cities, towns, etc. 
The figures 


•stated as to the official rental value of 
those lands give no inadequate idea of 
the actual rent demanded and exacted 
from these unfortunate tenants. These 
range from one and a half to three 
times the amount' at which they are 
valued by the government. Multi- 
plying the governmental valuation by 
two will give perhaps an average of the 
actual rent exaoted by these absentee 
cormorants. Thus the actual rent roll 
of the Marquis of hansdowne is £63,- 
172, or $315, 760, or twice as great as 
the government valuation. This, in ad- 
dition to all taxes, which are paid by 
the impoverished tenants who are 
obliged to manure the land every year. 
This saute Lansdowne allowed many of 
his tenants to die in want in 1879, and 
hundreds more would have perished had 
it not been for the food furnished from 
America. This year, [the crop, grown 
from American seed, has been saved, 
and the landlord has demanded pay- 
ment, not only of this year's rent, but 
also of last year's rent. He demands 
that out of American charity he be paid 
the rent of last year, when there was a 
total failure of the crop. It is this 
cruel and exacting policy, which amounts 
to a confiscation of the food on which 
these tenants must lire, that has led to 
the general fefusal to pay any longer 
rent in the excess of the governmental 
valuation.

THE total number of lunatics in Eu- 


rope and America is 189,402, of whom 
140,016 are confined in asylums. What 
an immense number to be supported by 
charity! Of this number England con- 
tains 30,261 and the United States 37,- 
332. 
Scotland contains 4,571, while 


poverty stricken Ireland, whose popula- 
tion is not double that of Scotland, is 
burdened with 10,191 lunatics. The 
earliest medical writer on this subject 
was Hippocrates, who lived 460 years 
B. C. The first lunatic asylum was es- 
tablished in the east, and a traveler of 
the twelfth century (Benjamin, of Tu- 
dela) speaks o! * place of this kind at 
Bagdad. 
There are 74 lunatic asylnms 


in the United State's, and the fact that 
this disease rapidly follows civilization 
is found in the fact that institntions of 
this kind have been required in Oregon 
and Washington Territory. 
The num- 


ber of pauper lunatics in New York 
city is 1,620, of whom two-thirds arc 
females. There is an asylum for each 
sex, and both institntions are crowded 
to an unwholesome and unsuitable de- 
gree. The increase of intemperance 
and other vices leads to a degree of 
mental malady which may Iwaken nt to 
the danger which threatens society.

Bad Blood in the Democratic 


Camp. 


THE OOA.I-! FAMINE 


WAMIIXOTOX, D. C., November 30. 


—Senators Thurman, Beck, JPendleton, 
Harris, Speaker llandall, Carlisle, Mc- 
Lean and other prominent Democrats 
in the city, have held an informal con- 
ference here, preparatory to a proposed 
caucus with a view to agreeing upon 
some general line of operations respect- 
ing the business of the session. Sena- 
tor Thurman says that the next admin- 
istration will be Republican and the 
Democrats will surely lose control of 
the lower House {and have a doubtful 
majority in the Senate of the next Con- 
gress. " He advocates a conservative 
policy during the few remaining months 
of their control. He thinks the wise 
thing to do is to pass all the regular ap- 
propriation bilh, and the enactment of 
such other measures as may be required 
and on which the Democratic pnrty 
wishes to place itself on record for fu- 
ture advantage. It is evident from re - 
marks which have fallen from Western 
and Southern Senators and members 
thev are not satisfied with the course ol 
Spe'aker llandall and other Northen 
Democrats on the tariff question. It is 
their purpose to call them to account 
and notify them that they do not agree 
with them on this question. They pro- 
pose that the party shall be governec 
by its predominating sentiment on this 
subject, and say that, had the question 
been met as it should have been, on tlv 
stump and in the Democratic pros', th' 
party .would not have been placed in 
such a humiliating position. Speake 
Randall is not disposed to be bulldozei 
by these psople, and says if they think 
they can succeed on'a free trade plat- 
form in the face of the growing appre- 
hension of the laboring classes that one 
of its effects will be to reduce wages and 
seriously prostrate every industry, he is 
willing to let them try the experiment, 
but he proposes to take care of himself 
and the vast interests of the State he 
represents. It is apparent from the 
bad blood all around in the Democratic 
camp that there will be a lively scene 
when the party gets together in caucus. 


ui'NdL BLUFFS, Iowa, Nov. 30.— 


The evidence of one of the foulest mur- 
ders ever perpetrated in western Iowa 
was discovered in this city this morn- 
ing. 
For a year past John S. Sapp, an 


inoffensive man of 65 years of age, has 
been keeping a small saloon near the 
depots of the Wabash and Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy roads. He had 
amassed considerable wealth, and it was 
generally known that he carried a hun- 
dred dollars'or more about him, besides 
large daily saloon receipts. Some time 
last night or early this morning, as is 
supposed, he was called up by some un- 
known persons, whom he admitted to 
the saloon, and who felled him to the 
floor by a blow from some blunt instru- 
ment, which mashed in his skull at the 
left temple and severed his left car, 
doubtless killing the old man instantly. 
The murderers then rifled his pocket?, 
the money drawer and the glass case in 
which he always kept considerable mon- 
ey. He was known to have over one 
hflndred dollars last night, all of which 
was taken. There is no clue to the 
perpetrators of the horrible dccrl as yet. 
There is considerable excitement over 
the affair and the villians will hang if 
caught. 
This is the lirat deliberate, 


premeditated murder committed in 
Council Bluffs since 1848, when an im- 
migrant murdered his .traveling com- 
panion for his money and was hanged 
by a vigilance committee the next day. 
Several years later the money was 
found hid under an old stump by a 
workingman. who legally advertised llie 
same and then claimed it.

Colonel Robert M. Ooodwin, brother of 


Dr. W. H. Goodwin, of this city, is now 
on trial at Brookville, Ind., charged with 
the murder of bis brother, Dr. John R. 
Goodwin. A statement of the tragic affair 
appeared in these columns a few days 
after the occurrence. For the benefit of 
those who have forgotten the facts con- 
nected with the shooting, wr give the 
following extract from the Danville \ev,i 
of Nov. 29th: 


The crime for which Col. Goodwin stands ac- 


cused, was committed on the 3rd day of May. 
1880. He had returned from Indianapolis only 
four days previous, having then been discharg- 
ed from the Insane asylum. He had not been 
confined in the asylum on account of insanity. 
lint only to receive treatment as an inebriate. 
He returned, smarting under the self-imputed 
disgrace ot having been sent to an institution 
prepared for people ol unsound mind. He 
came fully convinced that his brother John 
had ticcn instrumental in sending him there, 
and that he was assisted by Z. T. Hutchinson 
and Dr. M. C. Arm strong. Against these three 
gentlemen the Colonel's feelings were hostile, 
and he sternly demanded revenge for fandei 
indignity and injury. Itotummr, Us first Im- 
pulse was to examine and put in proper repair 
his revolver, a line weapon, thirty-two caliber, 
und having satisfied himself in that particular, 
his next movement was to watch a favorable 
opportunity. This was afforded him on 
Mon- 


day afternoon. May :i, at about 4:30 o'clock. 


A correspondent of; the Cincinnati QazeUt 


says: Dr. Jolm 11. Goodwin was a lay member 
of tho Methodist General Conference, tton In 
session nt Cincinnati. Ho had returned home 
on Saturday morning preceding his death, and 
intended returning to Cincinnati Monday eve- 
ning. In view of such return he left his bank- 
ing house at about < o'clock, with the inten- 
t ion ot goine to his home to make the proper 
preparation. Hut a misfortune ;aw»itcd him. 
The wolf was lying in wait for his prey. He 
was only eoimr home to die. Meeting his 
In-other near the corner of Main street and 
Oentral avenue, the Colonel began '.tiring, nor 
ceased till three bullets had pierced hl» body- 
two In the abdomen and one in the arm. And 
whilo tender hands grasped the reeling form of 
Dr. Uoodwin and laid It on a couch,and loving 
lews were shed above him, the Colonel, the 
demon, walked leisurely away, carefully re- 
lieving Ills revolver of the useless cartridge 
<up«, and apparently as unconcerned asjf tils 
\ Ictlin had been a troublesome cur. 


Iir. Goodwin was in his sixtieth year. He 


was well known and highly respected ky all 
who knew him.
